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ortunately,  tKe  circulation  of  the  Aesculapian  is 
modestly  confined  to  quite  limited  academic  cir- 
cles. It  develops  no  theme,  conveys  no  message, 
nor  presents  an  especially  flattering  portrayal  of 
medical  students.  It  is  rather,  an  amorphous 
mass  which  attempts  to  depict  life  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  without  melodrama  or  excessive  sentimentality,  and 
to  capture  not  only  the  moments  of  enlightenment,  gravity,  and 
inspiration,   but   also   those   of   frivolity,   criticism   and   disgust. 

It  is  with  lachrymose  regret  that  we  report  that  the  life  of 
the  medical  student  in  no  way  resembles  the  maudlin,  romanti- 
cized characterizations  often  seen  on  the  telly.  In  our  four  years. 


we  have  worked  hard  and  played  hard.  At  times  the  educational 
process  has  been  both  physically  and  mentally  exhausting;  how- 
ever, we  have  persevered,  and  have  developed  the  capacity  to 
laugh  with  others  as  they  laugh  at  us.  Hopefully,  we  have  also 
begun  to  develop  the  somewhat  nebulous  qualities  of  the  good 
physician. 

However  trite  it  may  sound,  we  are  grateful  to  our  teachers 
and  our  families  for  their  forbearance   and  understanding. 

We  of  the  Aesculapian  staff  hope  that  this  1965  edition,  the 
largest  and,  we  feel,  the  best  to  date,  will  be,  in  the  years  to 
come,  a  suitable  reminder  of  Medical  College  life.

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his  is  the  fourth  year  that  a  letter  or  mes- 
sage has  been  submitted  to  the  editors  of 
the  Aesculapian.  The  first  was  concerned 
with  the  essentials  of  a  medical  institu- 
tion, the  second  with  the  values  of  an 
annual  such  as  the  Aesculapian,  and  the  third  contrasted 
1954  with  1964 — faculty,  students,  facilities.  The  fourth 
will  concern  itself  with  certain  challenges  which  will  be 
yours  in  the  years  ahead. 

It  has  been  the  objective  of  the  schools,  divisions,  and 
programs  of  the  Medical  College  to  give  you  a  sound 
introduction  to  your  field  of  study.  The  introduction  has 
been  a  comprehensive,  rather  highly  structured  one. 
Certain  elements  of  the  introduction  have  been  more 
than  adequate,  others  barely  adequate,  and  still  others 
not  adequate.  It  has  been  long  and  at  times  trying  or 
even  anxiety  producing.  You  have  had  considerable  re- 
sponsibility for  your  own  education  but,  from  the  day  of 
graduation  on,  you  will  have  complete  responsibility  for 
furthering  and  updating  your  education. 

Because  the  fields  of  medicine  are  so  comprehensive, 
your  college  (or  preparatory)  years  relatively  few,  and 
change  (progress?)  so  swift  and  inevitable,  a  considera- 
ble  segment   of  your  time   must  be   devoted   solely   to 


furthering  your  education.  The  segment  of  time  so  allo- 
cated must  be  subdivided.  Much  of  the  art  of  your 
particular  field  must  yet  be  learned.  Your  general  body 
of  Knowledge  (of  medicine,  nursing,  etc.)  must  be  in- 
creased and  brought  up  to  date  continuously.  Advances 
in  any  special  field  you  follow  must  be  followed  con- 
scientiously. 

Of  equal  importance  to  the  traditional  knowledge  of 
your  field  is  an  understanding  of  the  place  of  medicine 
in  societies  and  their  cultures.  Colleges  devoted  to 
to  health  professions  rightly  or  wrongly  devote  little 
time  to  these  broader  aspects  of  medicine.  Societies  and 
cultures  change,  progress,  evolve,  and  affect  medicine 
in  the  process.  The  social  and  cultural  forces  are  only 
partly  understood,  if  at  all,  by  those  in  the  health  pro- 
fessions. It  is  of  greatest  importance  that  part  of  your 
continuing  education  be  devoted  to  study  of  our  society 
and  its  culture  and  the  changes  which  are  inevitable. 
Only  through  better  understanding  of  these  forces  can 
those  in  the  fields  of  medicine  contribute  positively 
and  meaningfully.

With  the  election  of  the  senior 
class  officers  early  last  month, 
the  brutal  election  campaigns  of 
'64-65  came  to  an  end.  Tempers 
were  at  a  razor's  edge  as  the 
torts  and  retorts  flew  during 
the  various  class  elections . 
Student  demonstrations  reached 
a  high  point,  when  supporters 
of  Willard  T.  "Jock"  Strap  for 
president  of  the  sophomore 
class  attacked,  stripped,  and 
whipped  through  the  halls,  D  r.

EDITORIAL

It  was  not  by  mere  chance  that 
Luther  Rice  Mills,  IV,  was  se- 
lected to  edit  the  CADAVER 
during  the  1964-65  Medical  Col- 
lege season.

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH 


The  CADAVER  is  very  fortunate 
that  Mr.  Herbert  Baldrey -- 
Genzi,  the  well-known  man  of 
letters,  is  now  in  residence  at 
Martinez.  We  were  pleased  to 
meet  him  at  a  recent  gathering 
and  have  imposed  upon  him  to 
contribute  to  the  paper.  His 
first  letter  is  preceeded  by  a 
short  biographical  sketch. 


Herbert  Baldrey  Genzi  was  born 
in  1899  in  Binghampton,  N.  Y., 
the  eldest  son  of  Isaac  Tate 
Genzi,  owner  of  a  small  fleet  of 
merchant  vessels  .  His  mother 
was  the  former  Claudia  Smith 
Whitaker,  only  daughter  of  Sir 
Archibald  Selex  Whitaker,  the 
famed  barrister.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Saint  George  Academy 
and  Harvard. 

After  returning  from  two  years 
of  study  at  Oxford,  he  com- 
pleted work  for  his  doctorate  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota. 
He  traveled  widely  and  taught 
at  various  institutions  until 
1935,  when  he  accepted  the 
chair  of  English  at  Bucknell 
University,  succeeding  Nicolai 
Peplan .  It  was  while  at  Bucknell 
that  he  published  his  first  novel, 
Nestor,  which  received  wide 
acclaim  for  its  lyrical  elo- 
quence. Doctor  Genzi  served 
with  distinction  at  Bucknell  until 
1938,  when  he  resigned  to  be- 
come the  George  Batsford  Coop- 
er Professor  of  Contemporary 
Literature  at  Manchester  Uni- 
versity.   During  this  tenure,  he 


published  his  controversial 
book  of  verse,  Greimalkin, 
which  was  universally  rejected 
by  the  post-war  symbolists.  In 
1949,  he  took  a  sabbatical  leave 
to  work  on  his  unfinished  novel, 
Leda,  and  published  a  small 
volume  of  erotic  verse,  The 
Nightshades .  He  traveled  ex- 
tensively, during  this  period,  in 
Greece  and  the  Aegean  Islands . 
He  contacted  the  fever  at 
Piraeus  in  1951  and  was  forced 
to  retire  to  a  secluded  estate  in 
the  southeastern  United  States, 
where  he  now  resides  and  pro- 
duces occasional  verse  and 
letters  which  have  been  publish- 
ed in  The  Kenyon  Review,  The 
Paris  Review  and  other  note- 
worthy periodicals.
